Police and Deputy Commissioners (in charge of Police) shall comply 
with such general or special directions as the Government of Assam 
or the Central Government may from time to time issue; and 

(b) that notwithstanding this entrustment, the Central Government may 

itself exercise any of the said functions should it deem fit to do so in
